Claim 1 

Document 1 describes a cosmetic material sheet wherein many concave portions are formed in the upper surface of 
a sheet substrate, a powdery cosmetic material is made to adhere to the concave portions, and a protective cover is 
attached to the upper surface thereof. Making the concave portions elliptical in the planar view would have been a 
simple matter for one skilled in the art. 

Claim 2 

Document 1 (page 2, column 4, lines 39 to 43) describes the idea of making the depth of the concave portions 1 to 
500 urn. Making the lateral and longitudinal dimensions be between 20 and 2000 urn is a mere matter of design 
variation. 



Claim 3 

The invention described in claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2. 
Document 2 (page 2, second column, lines 24 to 30 and Fig. 1(c)) describes the idea of laying a spacer sheet having 
window holes on the upper surface of the substrate sheet and then covering the same with a cover sheet. 

Claims 4 and 6 

The inventions described in claims 4 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2, 
and 3. Fig. 5 of document 2 describes the idea of manufacturing a perfume material sheet by first laminating a 
powder type perfume material on the upper surface of a support sheet and covering the same with a cover sheet and 
then cutting the sheets along cutting lines. Document 3 describes the idea of manufacturing a cosmetic material 
sheet by first laying a thermocompression bonding film over a base paper and forming thermocompression bonded 
portions and non-thermocompression bonded portions and then cutting into prescribed sections. 

Claims 5 and 7 

The inventions described in claims 5 and 7 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 to 3 
and 4. Document 4 describes the idea of rolling up a cosmetic material sheet made of a belt-shaped base paper. 
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
